ſtraites (as the Ice would permute 
they came where they landed of ther 
men a ſufficient nomber, and there 
geuing thankes to God fox their ſafe 
ariuail,they marched with Enſeigne 


— diſplayed fower 02 flue miles intoo 


the Lountrey , but the Wountawmes 
were ſo great in that place theycould 
not paſſe further, and retourne = 
night to their lbippes , whiche made 
theim retyꝛe. And marchyng backe 


Den 
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had been caſte from the Sea on the 
ſhozc, who had a Boane in his Head 
uke an Verne, whiche they brought 
d wayc and pꝛeſented to our Punce, 
ꝛohẽ thei came home But now after 
many thinges were tried, à ſome ſea⸗ 
on ſpent toꝛ ſearchyng out of Eure. 
they departed from Jackmans ſoũd 
and put into another place, named at 
[that pꝛeſentt Beares ſound, andlan 
ding there, fold good Eure, of which 
Eure was digged twentye Tunne 
in two dayves. 

Then on a Sonday the Generall 
landed vppon the mainlande, with a 
good copany of Souidiours. Which 
Maine was plainer ground than a⸗ 
ny of Þ other Jlandes named before, 
But the night following their lan 
ding, there aroſe ſuchc a wind, which 
brought in tide and Flood ſo taſte to 
thefamc ſound where the ſhippes did 
ride, that the aboundance of Ice did

to Jackmans ſound, and wereenfoz- 
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all their people in a terrible feareand 
perplexttie, in whiche feare and emi⸗ 
nent daunger they wayed the Anker 
ofthe ichel, Maiſtet Yozkes ſbip, d 
were faine to caſt it on a great Nocke 
of Ice. hiche Rocke detended them 
from the reſte of the Ice that might 
haue doen them no little diſpleaſure, 
And in ſhoꝛt ſpace after, the Ite ſo 
encreaſcd,that thei were fain to waie 
an Anker al at once, and take the mi⸗ 
ners aboꝛde, and ſct ſayle pꝛeſcntlie 


to Gabziclis Jland. 


And the gencrall findyng another 
ſound ( where Golden Eure was too 
be had) cauſed the reft to come vntoo 
hym that were of his tcompanie, and 
ſo laded their ſbiys with the poꝛcion 
that they were able to get and carrie. 
Now there happened a Calme in 
whiche calme they plyed the tide ouer 


ccd by a Tide of Flood to put intoo a 
ſound called Yozkes ſound, aud _ 
- ep 
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they were entered there, they eſpied 


twoo Tentes, to the whiche ſome ok 


dur men repaired, and found v people 
fledde, yet in the ſame Tentes were 
eight Boates made of Scaleſkins) 
left, and poſſeſſed by our inen, with o⸗ 
ther trilles ſcarce woꝛthythe mentiõ 
Notwfthſtandyng, findyugaDouz 
biet, a Shyꝛtt and a paire of Shucs 
&rowen too bee an Engliſhemans 
that was lefte there the yere beefoze) 
Maiſter Yozke cauſeda Letter to be 
wꝛitten by Yaull the Maiſter of a 
Barke, and that letter to be left in the 
Tent, with Paper, Pen, and Punke, 
therby to get ſome intelligence ok the 
mi they pꝛeſuppoſed to be aliue and 
to woozk therafter as occaſiõ ſbould 
be offercred. 

And ſo lcauyng the Tentes ſtan⸗

ding: In them⸗Belleg, glaſſes and o: 


ther toyes to emboldẽ the barberous 

people to vſe ſome courtelte, our men 

departed toward Jackmans * —

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without any further offence offered 
to the Jufidcls. 

Bet tooke our menne vicue bythe 

waic, where and how thei might en⸗ 
utrou the enemie about it neceſlitie ſo 
compeiled them. 
And the firſic daic of Auguſt, they 
came into Jackmans ſound, ⁊ there 
tooke ſutche oꝛder, that as many as 
migyt be ſpared , ſhould waite on the 
Gcnerall, foꝛ to get ſutche honour ox 
intelligete as the cauſe required, and 
cucrie onc ot them were bente rather 
to tecciue wꝛõg, than offer any pecce 
of iniuric. And had good inſtruction 
giuen them by their — 9 that all 
thinges ſbouid bee doen by diſcretion 
and carctuil regard of ductic. 

But the c hab ſutch ſuſpiti⸗ 
an at their doornges, that out mens 
Dcuice was in a maner truſtratc. Foz 
the Tentes were taken awalc the ez 
nemucs were fled (oꝛ in holes among 
Nocke) and ſome ol theym were in 
Boates

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Boates where our tncnne might not 
caſcly tome vnto them. = 
: VShercat our people determinyng 
to doe that they tamc foꝛ . landed. 
At whom the c aniballes (hot and ot⸗ 
fered too ſbewe ſome defence , whiche 
moucd ſo mutch the manhodc of our 
countreiinen,that they deuiſed Hows 
to bet conqucrours in ſutch tozte, as 
might ſound to there reputation and 
chziſtian credite. a 
Waking no delayt vpon this their 
reſohution : Partcd their compante 
the one hatfe to follow the flicrs , and 
thc other haifc too trace out the fine 
Foxcs that werc creapt intooholcs, 
whichc pollecic pꝛeuailed ſo mutche, 
that their enemies were amazed, and 
ſtood not in ſuertie of themſelues, foʒ 
they were followed on all des, and 
not only hunted out of holes:but bea-= 
ten and duuen backe in opẽ ſteld. And 
vet they ſhot ſo ſoꝛe, that they woun⸗ 
ded aman of . 4 
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body. Our men ſbot at them againe, 
and thei tooke vp tholſe artowes and 
moſt obſttnatiy ſhot thoſc arrowes at 
our pcuple without de ot theit 
our men ranne in vpon them. dopyng 
to taue ſome ot them altue. Ind they 

tontinuyng in this obſtinacie(rather 
than thei would yeid) tumbled doune 
krom a high Mountain, into the bot 
tome of the Scas. 

Do itauyng that plate. fr6thence 
our men wente to a ſopic thei named 
thc Counties of Warwickes Jlaud, | 
where was percciued by the wauing 
of a white garment, and other ſignes 
that p canihalles made:that thet would 
deliuer our men again, foz thoſe peo⸗ 
ple that thei had loſte. Nc. Butthernogls 
our men had taken, were kept to ga- 
ther knowledge of, (and the Cantballes 
did but diſſemblc ) and in deede their 
turte burſtc out vppon therr 


EO eee 
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not bee traincd into their Treaſons, 
thei iſſued out from the plate thei lay 
in, and openly as thei durſt, and with 
out regarde followed the Shippes, 
ſboutyng and ſbootyng moſte outra⸗ 
giouſly, as long as thei had any po- 
wer too coinc neerc our nien. And it 
was to be iudged, that there were of 
the cnncmics an hundꝛeth oꝛ twoo 
moꝛe, in coucrtce then our mennc had 
ſeen befoꝛc: whiche ſtrategeme aud 
ficnneſſc in tijẽ did platnly declare , vᷣ 
thei are not ſo ſimple, but can deuiſe 
moꝛe miſchiefthen was looked foꝛ, oꝛ 
elpied out at the firſt. And our menne 
hauyng Diſpatched their handes of 
theſe Inſidelles, did lade their Ship⸗ 
pes, ended their bulineſſe, and tooke 
in their ſtoutkc , and tentes that was 
d ſhoꝛe, and giuyng thankes to God, 
fo2 their ſo good happ and foztunate 
ſuccelle, 

Their Generall gaue comannde= 
ment, that whiche of the Barkes did

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firſtc recouer the ſight ol Englande, 


ſbould ſette — the ſboꝛe, and there 
tarythe councells pleaſure , if it hap⸗ 
pened them befo2e to bee ſeuered by 
Winde and Weather any waie one 
from an other. And after this direc⸗ 
tion and oꝛder giuen, they hoiſed vp 
ſales, and in veric deede by occaſtsn 
of cruell weather and tempeſte could 
not keepe coinpaignie long together. 
Foz Maiſter Pozkes Shippe loſte 
ſighte of the Aide and Gabziell, and 
was toſſed ſo ſoze , that the mapne 
Maſte was blowne ouerboarde, and 
his Shippe diuerſe times in perill to 
be ſhaken in pecces , beſides a daun⸗ 
gerous leakyng it had, whiche could 
not bec rcaduy temcadied: Pet as all 
violent thinges doe endure but a ſea⸗ 
ſon, ſo this rage of ſtoꝛ ne ceaſed in 
tontinuaunce of tyme, andthe Ship 
ſaffely artued at Varmouthe Hauen, 
where the officcrs ofthe TC 9une did 
ſhewe greate courtizie to tye ſailers, 


and 
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and offered all the gentleneſſe to the 
Captaine that bec imagined. 
he Hue and Gabriel in like ſozte 
feite their parte of affliction and dan⸗ 

and at lengthe came 
— to Gods greate gloꝛʒie, and the 
gladneſſe of good peopie. 
Now is not this theit paines woꝛ 
thie the pennyng, and docth not this 
voyage merite to bec remembꝛed: bee 
iudge thercot your ſelues into whoſe 
haͤdes this little treatiʒe mac happe. 
And foz that J haue foꝛgotten 
ſome neceſſaty members, and furthes 
rars of this iourncy ( whole charges 
and diligence is great) and other no⸗ 
table x pꝛoſperous voyages, J pꝛaie 
pou pardon me, though here J pꝛe⸗ 
ſente too your good commendation

I call to minde in like maner how 
a Knight called tir Hew Willowbie, 
moued to ſeke carraie, and bing home 
ſome newes thereof, perilbed in the 
enterpꝛ.ſe, but though he be dead, his 
kame maic bec reuiued, and freaſbely 
liue in our memoꝛics. 

There were of his companie that 
founde out / cuia at that pꝛeſente 
tyme, whiche men ought ne t aitoge= 
ther to bei foꝛgotten. I knewe my 
ſciftwoo notable mennc of them , the 
one called Lhancelar , and the other 
Bo9zrowcs., whiche Chancelar eſpe⸗ 
cially was the odde man of his tyme, 
koꝛ matters touchyng the Sea, 
Maiſter Yawkins and Maiſter 
enkinſon,fo2 many greate trauail⸗ 
8, are here to be honoured with the

Tyhcſe men and many moe of ex⸗ 
eellente wittes and pzactizes, were 
knowne. 
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knowne and tried in the raigne of 
that noble yonge Pꝛince Kyng Ed⸗ 
warde the ſixte, and were furnilþed 
with goodly ſbippes, at whiche tyme 
was conſidcred, that greate veticties 
liyng idle at Gillynghan, ſpente and 
conſumed muche in kecpyng and re⸗ 
patryng,andin the ende but rottceo a⸗ 


waie, without any p2ofit 02 picature .

And encreaſc Marriners too the 


greate glozie and ſatctic ot our toun⸗ 
trey:and as J haue vnderſtoode and 
learned, the third parte of the wozide 
is vnhabited, and one Cclumbe an = 
talian, in Kyng Henty the ſeucntyhs 
tyme, was ſet a wooꝛkc by the Kyng 
of Aragon and Qucenc bella, which 
Cclumbo mũde aVUſcoucric of the In⸗ 
dians,by a voyage he tooke in hande, 
of whiche diſcouerie ſence that ſca⸗ 
ſon, is growne ſuche an in ſinite trea⸗

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ſure, as is incredible to be ſpoken of. 
And this is to bee pꝛoued, that there 
are nombcrs of places in the J- 
ans not pct pollcſſed, noꝛ neucr were 
in thc handes ot Chziſten people, nci⸗ 
ther yet can not bee offenſiue too the 
Spaniardes, if Engliſbe menne en⸗ 
ioye them: Foꝛ in coſcience and right 
ther were better to haue our compa⸗ 
nie, then neither wee noꝛ thei emoye 
thc mightie Malle of wealthe, that 
thele Indians would pcidc vs. 
The carth was made koꝛ Þ chudꝛẽ 
of men, a neither the Spaniard, noz 
the Frenche, hath a pꝛerogatiue too 
dwcl: alone, as though God appoin= 
teu chem a greater poꝛtiõ then other 
Nations. 

In decde hee that lics idlelic at 
home, and hopes that GO D wiil 
caſic kyngdomcs in his lappc, maie 
as well catche at the Cloudes in the 
ayzc,asg tomc by any commoditie of 
the Earth, But to tholc len 
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les abꝛoad, a double oꝛ treble parte is 
à lotted, as a manne mtrght fate , that 
Deſtinie makes her Dole, and giueth 
an aimoſc to them that reacheth out 
their handes foꝛ it: But too ſuche as 
thinketh ſcoꝛnc too tome, when the 
dole is a dealyng, ſbe neither caſtes a 
barc chipping of bꝛead, noꝛ flings any 
thankfull chaunce of good Foꝛtunc.
